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, Raoul Wallenberg risked his own life many times in defying 
the Natl authorities in order to save the thousands of innocent 
people condemned to die not for what they had done, but because 
they were Jews. His efforts were heroic in the truest sense of 
the word. Against the tragic backdrop of war and barbarity, 
Raoul Wallenberg represented the noble and decent conscience of 
humanity. 


On January 13, 1949, Raoul Wallenberg was taken into 
custody by Soviet forces in Hungary, in violation of 
international standards concerning diplomatic immunity. The 
Soviet government initially denied having arrested him, but 
later stated that a prisoner named Wallenberg died in a Soviet 
prison on July 17, 1947. Since that date, numerous eyewitness 
accounts have indicated that Raoul Wallenberg may have survived 
long after 1947, and indeed may still be alive and imprisoned 
in the Soviet Onion. The Soviet Union has never produced any 
evidence of Mr. Wallenberg's death, and has refused to 
investigate reports that he may still be alive.
